Cow Town 



I nevef was able to find out the correct age 
of Jim Heffner. When I first met htm more 
than a quarter of a cehtury ago, he could ^dk 
about the time he went buffalo hunting. I tried 
to do some calculations and worked out that he 
must have been in his early eighties. But his 
mind was certainly clear. He would sit on the 
porch of his house in a comfortable rocking 
chair and speak about the "good old days," 

'The West in the good old times, before the 
influx of the so-called better classes, was a 
great and lovable country," he told me one eve- 
ning. "In modern life the test of survival is 
much a question of the money a man is able 
to. make. In the West it was the individual who 
reigned. It was entirely different from what you 
find today. Take the little cow towns of the 
frontier. 

It was a womanless society for the most part. 
The inhabitants might be cowboys, gamblers, 
teamsters*, hunters, freighters, small storekeepers, 
petty officials and some professional men. The 
town was simply an eddy in the troubled stream 
of Western immigration. It caught aU kinds of 
people and held them together. In the life of a 
modern business community we have the special- 
ist. He sticks to his work. If a man starB to 
change his job, his friends are worried. They 
feel he should know how to do one thing and 
nothing else. 

But in the West, ail this was different. Ver- 
satility was a necessity. The successful man must 
know how to do many things. The gleanings 
of any one field of activity were too small to 
afford a living of themselves. This fact was ac- 
cepted by the citizens of the country, sometimes 
with the grim humor which always marked the 
West. A young lawyer in a Western town had 
out a sign which read, "John Jones, Attomey- 
at-Isw, Real Estate and Insurance. Collections 
promptly attended to at all hours of the day and 
night. Good Ohio cider for sale at 5 cents a 
glass." A storekeeper had on his window the 
legend, 'Wall Paper and Marriage Licenses." 
One of the prominent citizens of such a town 
was a farmer, a fighter, and a school teacher all 
in one. It was not unusual for a justice of peace 
to be a barber. 

The leading minister of a certain thriving co* 
town, which experienced a boom in the early 
railroad days, eked outs his scanty salary by 
working as a sign painter during the week. There 
seemed to the minds of the inhabitants of the 



country nothing incongruous in this mixing up 
of occupations. It was taken for granted that 
a man would endeavour to make a living in 
the ways for which he seemed best fitted. 

In any early cow town or mining camp of 
the West there was sure to be a man from 
Leavenworth, No apparent reason for this curi- 
ous fact seems ever to have been given. Yet it 
is certainly true that no such town was settled 
without a man from Leavenworth to take part 
in the inauguration. He was apt afterward to be 
one of the town offitsrs. He was nearly always 
a lawyer or claimed to have once been one. He 
was sure to be the first justice of peace. 

The first female inhabitants of the town were 
also.sure to come from Kansas. There seems to 
be no special reason for this fact. The family 
from Kansas neariy always came in a wagon 
and among the family there were usually two or 
three girls. There they were, and th^ were 
certain to become objects of admiration for a 
large cowboy contingent in a short period of 
time. There never was a cow town which did 
not have a family including "the girls from 
Kansas." And their fame was sure to be known 
abroad all over the local range. One by one the 
girls from Kansas would get married. And more 
kept on coming ! 

There was always a sheriff in a cow town. He 
was always the same sort of man; quiet, cour- 
ageous, jjist, and much respected by his fellow 
men. The sheriff was the law to the folks. He 
was worthy of this feeling for nearly always 
he was a strong and noble man, worthy of the 
admiration he received. 

There was always a barber in a cow town. 
And when a town was so run down that it could 
not support a barber, it was spoken of with 
contempt. Rarely did you find a dentist -or a 
doctor, but there might be a druggist. There 
was always a little newspaper — a whimsical, 
curious little affair, which hved in some strange 
fashion, and whose columns showed a medley 
of registered and published brands and marloi 
for the members of the cattle associarion living 
in that district. This business was almost the 
only source of revenue for the newspaper. 

Of news there was none, except such as all 
men knew. The editor of the paper had a certain 
prestige in political matters. The paper was 
ground out from the hand press every week, or 
almost every week with a regularity that was 
very coraraeadable. Sooner or later, if otie paper 



began to make more than a living, another paper 
came into town. Then life assumed an added 
interest with the inhabitants. Both papers were 
then read so that everybody might see what one 
editor was saying of the other. It behooved the 
editor to be careful of his criticism of any one, 
and always to be sure to "boom the town", no 
matter what else might be omitted from the 
paper. 

One of the owners of the saloons was sure 
to be a gambler as well as dispenser of fluids. 
He had more money than anybody else, also a 
surer chance of sudden death. He always killed 
one or two men before his own time came. But 
his time came some day. He was then properly 
mourned and buried and the affair was dis- 
creetly mentioned in the papers. If it seemed 
that the, gambler's partner was getting too 
"bad" to be needed in the economy of the town 
he was asked "to move on." And this he was 
wise enough to do. Another gambler came in 
then. 

The lawyer of the town was something of a 
personage. His library did not amount to very 
much. It consisted probably of not more than 
two or three books. But the lawyer had all the 
authorities in his head and so did not need a 
library. The lawyer was naturally a candidate 
for the territorial council, for county assessor, 
or anything else that had any pay attached to it. 
Of strictly legal work there was not much to 
do, but the lawyer always remembered his dig- 
nity. You could always tell him in a crowd, for 
he was the only man in the town who did not 
wear "chaps" or overalls. The lawyer and the 
county surveyor sometimes had work to do in 
settling the lines of a homestead or some such 
thing when water rights were in dispute. 

The cow town was very proud of any public 
improvements. It was very resentful of any at- 
ten^t to cast slight upon such improvements. 
And it was vety jealous of the pretensions of 
any other town of its neighborhood. The first 
coal burning stove, the first piano, and the first 
full length mirror to come to town made each 



an occasion of popular rejoicing. 

Sometimes m the winter season in the cow 
town, society would decide to hold a hall. The 
news of the coming ball was spread in the 
mysterious way that all news went over the 
plains. The cowboys fifty miles away were sure 
to hear of it and be on hand. They came on 
horseback from their ranches. Each man was 
dad in what he thought his best. The entire 
population of the cow town was there. 

The ballroom was the largest room to be 
found in the town, wherever that might chance 
to be. Sometimes they had cakes made by the 
fair hands of the girls from Kansas. A fiddler 
was obtained from some place. Of course there 
was a great scarcity of women. No woman ia 
those days ever feared about being a wallflower! 
For the men outnumbered the women a dozen 
to one. 

Nearly all the male population of a cow town 
at the beginning was made up of single men 
who did all their own cooking. Some of theie 
men were educated and had known other con- 
ditions of life. Their names might be a bit un- 
usual for city folks to understand. There was 
Hard-winter Johnson, Straight-goods Allen, and 
of course, Tex and Shorty, and Red. Two-finger 
Haines was a name anybody could figure out 
first time it was heard. There might be many 
men by the name of John Jones, but there would 
pnly be one Overcoat Jones — a man who had 
the odd habit of wearing art overcoat all sum- 
mer. There might be many Wallaces but only 
one known as Big Foot Wallace. 

Almost everybody had at one time or another 
tried his hand at "punching cows." Therefore 
the little town which made itself the head- 
quarters of the surrounding country was sure 
to have all the flavour of the range. Its exist- 
ence, of course, depended upon the trade of 
thi great ranches which lay about it." 

So long as Western fiction lives, then there 
will always be a cow town into which our hero 
can ride, looking for adventure.
